Series: Round nine 


Goss boss at Middletown

MIDDLETOWN, NY, JUNE 10 


Randy Goss, in record breaking fashion, scored 
the first Winston Pro Series National win of his 
career with a green-light-to-checkered-flag ride 
in the Middletown Half Mile. Hank Scott scored 


a solid second place finish while 
Garth Brow made his second 
winner's , circle appearance in 
three Nationals after an easy 
third place ride. The trio were Harley- 
Davidson XR750-mounted as was the 
rest of the National field. 

Goss carved a big chunk out of 
Winston Pro Series points leader Steve 
Eklund’s edge as Eklund and Jay 
Springsteen were relegated to fighting 
their duel for supremacy over eighth 
place with Springsteen coming out on 
top. Goss closed to within five points of 


Eklund (100-95) while Springer 
remains third with 80 points. 

"It's been a long three years waiting 
for this," said a refreshed Goss after the 
event. "It was the horsepower I had 
that won it for me. Larry Johnson, my 
father-in-law, and I worked better 
than 15 hours a day for the past week 
practically rebuilding the entire bike. 
It paid off. Things are really starting 
to fall in place, and I hope that it 
keeps up through the rest of the 
season." 

The track, which last saw National 
action in 1977 when Mike Kidd won, 





had changed little physically. There is 
never any question of whether 
Middletown will groove up. The only 
question is how wide will the groove 
be. This year it was one rider wide 
providing a get-out-in-front, make-no- 
mistakes-and-you-should-be-able-to-win 
type of racing. The weather also 
entered into the picture with the 
program being flopped — the 
National running before the Trophy 
Race — because of the threat of rain. 


Qualifying 

Randy Goss let everyone know that 
Middletown was his type of track with 
a 24.450 second run in time trials 
which shaved a half second off Hank 
Scott's 25.066 record clocking in 1977. 
Rookie of the Year candidate Charlie 
Roberts made his presence known by 
timing second fastest at 24.502 with 
Hank Scott just a tick behind at 
24.515. Californian Ricky Graham 
continued to show that he has adapted 
to east coast tracks by timing fourth 














fastest, followed by Mike Kidd. 

In all, only 40 riders showed up for 
the allowed 48-rider field with 
Anthony Russo taking the last spot 
with a 26.113 second run against the 
clocks. 


Heats 

The first heat served as a practice 
session for Goss as he picked his line 
after grabbing the lead as the field 
exited the second turn and never 
looked back. Mike Kidd waged a 
steady challenge, but Goss was glued 
to his tight inside line. 

The real race, and some of the best 
racing of the day, was between RoY 
candidate Wayne Rainey — who had 
decided not to go home to California 
when tuner John Reed showed up to 
bolster his confidence — and Jay 
Springsteen. The battle for third 
lasted nearly eight laps with Rainey 
continually holding off Springsteen's 
charges. 

Two laps from the flag, Springer 
found enough daylight to stuff a wheel 
under Rainey in turn three and forged 
ahead. Rainey trailed by only two 
bikelengths at the flag. “Hey, that was 
a helluya race,” said Springsteen later. 
“Rainey rides the hell out of that 
Yamaha. The kid is good.” 


The second heat looked to be well in 
the hands of Charlie Roberts until a 
sour engine saw him slowly work his 
way backward from the lead to seventh 
place. Garth Brow seized the 
opportunity to open some breathing 
room although Gary Scott and Billy 
Schaeffer had other ideas. Rick 
Hocking also entered the action, but 
in the end it was Goss, Scott and 
Schaeffer transferring. 

It took three restarts to get the third 
heat off cleanly; one of those on the 
penalty line with the rest of the start 
line creepers was Steve Eklund. He was 
not happy. “I was drawn off by the 
rest,” said Eklund later. He was 
nursing a swollen right hand after 
crashing in a race on the Wednesday 
before the National. 

Hank Scott, Corky Keener and Steve 
Morehead motored off at the start 
with Eklund and the rest left to fight 
for scraps. Eklund managed to finish a 
closing fourth, and blamed having to 
race in the semi on the bad luck that 
always seems to strike him when he 
races in New York. 

“I thought I was going to hurt 
myself when I started sliding toward 
the wall in turn one,” said Terry 
Poovey after heat four. “My bad luck 
can’t get any worse, can it?” he asked. 
The main bearing in Poovey's Doug 
Sehl owned/tuned mount had tied up 
as he hit the start/finish line on lap 
three while leading. 

With Poovey out, Scott Pearson 
grabbed the lead and hung on. Ricky 
Graham dropped Skip Aksland to 
third with five laps remaining and set 
out after Pearson. Pearson's style 
looked a little ragged, but he 
explained that running in the fuzz 
between the groove and the slippery 
part of the track was the only place the 
bike would really work. At the flag it 
was Pearson by a hair over Graham. 


Semis 

The two spots to make the National 
grid a 14-rider affair were all that was 
left to be decided. The first.semi was 
a follow-the-leader affair with Mike 
Minning, on his Don Tottorelli- 
sponsored XR leading the Shell 
Racing Specialties Yamaha of Wayne 
Rainey to the flag. 

The final semi proved to be a show 
of how Steve Eklund rides when the 
chips are down. Eklund gobbled up 
everyone in front of him in two laps 
and then dropped leader Ted Boody 
to second with an inside line pass 
coming off turn four on lap three. 
From there it was business as usual for 
Eklund until the checkered flag. 























National 

With a threat of rain in the air since 
the start of the program, the AMA 
decided to flop the program and run 
the National first. 

The program change caught some 
in a bind. Scott Pearson's tuner, 
Bubba Pattman was one. "I don't 
know how we did it, but we got the 
clutch back together with only a 
minute or two to spare," said 
Pattman, breathing a sigh of relief as 
the National gridded. “I'd really like 
time to check it though,” he added. As 
it turned out, the clutch slipped, but 
Pearson brought the bike home fifth. 


Skip Aksland and Mike Minning 
brought out the red flag with a pile-up 
in turn three. Only Aksland made the 
re-start. 

“Thad a helluva time on the starting 
line,” said Pearson, “because the bike 
wanted to go. I was starting in first 
gear (normally second or third) which 
gave me a great start, but it didn’t last. 
At first the clutch dragged and then it 
slipped.” : 

Goss, fourth into the first turn on 
the re-start behind Pearson, Hank 
Scott and Mike Kidd, gobbled up 
Scott and Kidd on the back straight 
and then stuffed it under Pearson as 
the pair hit turn three. From there it 
was all his show as; he ran a no- 
mistakes race. Hank Scott probed 
Pearson's defenses and worked his way 
past on lap four for second. Garth 
Brow made the same move — a turn : :

Where were Springsteen and 
Eklund? After having come off the line 
ninth and 11th, respectively, the pair 
settled into a race long battle for 
eighth. Although each moved away 
briefly, neither seemed to be able to 
really make a major advance. 
Springsteen, the more adventurous of 
the pair, tried a high line around 
traffic a few times and found it didn't 
work at all. "How do you tell a rider 
like Jay to slow down and take it easy?" 
asked his tuner, Bill Werner. 

Mike Kidd, Steve Morehead, Gary 
Scott and Ricky Graham were having 
a battle for sixth that eventually 
resolved itself with Scott taking his 
leave of the action to follow Kidd and 
begin a battle for fifth. Scott put Kidd 
behind him on lap 18 and then did the 
same to Pearson on lap 19 for fourth. 

"Be sure you mention Esprit Boots 
in addition to Klotz and Wiseco. They 
buy my gas," said Goss in the pits 
later. “It’s funny, but winning your 
first National doesn't make you feel 
any different. Maybe I will 
tomorrow." 


Trophy Race 

The Trophy Race began with a 
spectacular crash by Charlie Roberts 
which brought out the red flag. Rick 
Hocking, also involved in the accident, 
made the re-start while Roberts 
soothed his sore body. 

Wayne Rainey grabbed the lead for 
the opening three laps until Ted 
Boody forged by. Rainey hung on 
until a connecting rod in the engine let 
go ending his ride. Steve Freeman, on 
the E&H Racing entry then moved in 
to take second, but lost it to Ronnie 
Jones at the line by less than a wheel.

Iron Man Jack Johnsonsc

ENSENADA, MEX., JUNE 9 


Riding the 403-mile race solo, Team Husky's 
Jack Johnson took the overall win in SCORE's 
Baja Internacional. Johnson finished the race 
in seven hours, 39 minutes and 35.77 seconds 


to beat the runners-up, team- 
mates Scot Harden and Brent 
Wallingsford, who finished with 
a time of 7:47:59.92. 

Johnson was originally to have been 
teamed with Larry Roeseler, but 
Roeseler suffered a knee injury the 
preceeding week and was reportedly 
ready to undergo surgery. Asked how 
he felt after riding the event solo, 
Johnson replied, "Just bruised...I hit 
a tree so hard!" Between the first and 
second checks, Johnson hit a rock with 
his front wheel and that knocked him 
into the tree. His protective 
equipment, plus the branches 
wadding up as he hit, saved him from 
any serious injury, though he was quite 
scratched up. 

By winning overall in a solo effort, 
Johnson became the first motorcyclist 
to win the Valvoline “Iron Man" 
trophy. Ironically, the award was first 
established for motorcyclists in 1974, 
and then enlarged to cover the car 
classes in 1975. Three car drivers have 
won the award. 

Finishing third overall, and winning 
their class for the third time in as 
many SCORE events, were Brian 
Wright and Brad Henson. Their 


IT250 Yamaha carried them to the 
250cc Class 21 win. 

Other class winners included Scott 
Coutts and Scott Pfeiffer, who rode a 
Husky to win the 125cc Class 20; Sam 
Bass and Casey Folks, who took their 
390 Husky to the Classs 30 win; and 
perennial favorites Dick Vick and John 
Watkins picked up where they left off 
and took their 390 Husky to the Class 
38 victory. 

Temperatures in this year’s Baja 
Internacional were very mild in 


' comparison to last year's 135? weather. 


It was still warm, but a strong wind 
kept things bearable, although it 
caused problems on its own for some of 
the smaller bikes. : 

The course was run basically in 
reverse of the previous year, with 
riders heading towards Ojos Negros as 
before, but then swinging southwest to 
Tres Hermanos. The route stayed to 
the south of Baja’s Highway 3 until El 
Rodeo, where it ran down the highway 
to Valle de Trinidad. After Trinidad 
was a loop to Mike’s Sky Ranch, a run 
through San Matais Pass and then 
southward again to San Felipe on the 
western edge of the peninsula. The 
run back went through El Chinero, 
then headed back to the highway,

avoiding, the exceptionally, .. difficult 
“Summit” section of last year. Going 
away from the highway, the route 
passed Nuevo Junction and then ran 
through the pine forest to El Rayo, 
and then back to Ojos Negros, where it 
went backwards on the morning 
course. 

Motorcycles left the starting line in 
Ensenada beginning at 5:45 a.m. One 
of the first to leave was Bruce Ogilvie, 
and he soon had the lead on his Dale’s 
Modern Cycle Yamaha 400cc. Johnson 
started a minute after Ogilvie and was 
soon right on him on elapsed time. 

At check two, El Rodeo, Ogilvie still 
had the lead physically, but Johnson 
was close to a dead heat with him on 
elapsed time, despite his get-off. The 
run-in with the tree left him with a 
torn jersey and a visorless helmet, but 
was fairly easy on the bike, which only 
needed a front wheel change due to a 
couple of broken spokes. 

Third through El Rodeo was the 
factory Honda XR500 of Morgan 
Malocco and John Hateley, with 
Hateley aboard. John had crashed a 
couple of times in the dust, and would 
lose some time in the pits replacing the 
front brake lever. Fourth bike into El 
Rodeo was Brent Wallingsford's 
Husqvarna, right with Hateley and 
ahead of him on time, but in his dust. 

Brad Henson, taking the first shift 
on the Southwest Paving Co. Yamaha, 
was within a minute of the first- 
starting Class 21 team of Kem Park 
and Andy Kirker at check two as they 
ran through the little rancho at fifth 
and sixth overall. 

Despite starting several minutes 
behind the first Class 20 bike, Coutts 
and Pfeiffer had the physical lead at El

Rodeo, riding a Mission Hill 
Husqvarna-sponsored CR125. 
However, solo rider Tom Kelly was 
only a minute behind, and ahead on 
time. Kelly was aboard a water-cooled 
Yamaha sponsored by Duralube, 
Malcolm Smith, Al Baker's FMF and 
Leckich Tuning. 


In Class 30, for riders over 30, the 
Sportsman Cycle/Las Vegas 400- 
sponsored Husky of Sam Bass and 
Casey Folks had a five-minute lead at 
check two over the Sportcycle Yamaha 
team of Dave Wood and Lonnie 
Peterson. In Class 38, Vick and 
Watkins started first and held onto 
their lead, despite Watkins riding with 
a sore wrist. 


On the loop in and out of Mike's Sky 
Ranch, positions up front began to 
change. Johnson, who had a minor 
crash in the section, took the lead for 
good when Ogilvie's partner, Chuck 
Miller, ran out of gas just two miles 
from the pits. Gas was soon brought to 
him, but Johnson was in the lead to 
stay. Wallingsford and Harden passed 
the Malocco/Hateley team between 


. Mike's and San Felipe, despite Harden 


getting off hard in one attempt to 
pass. However, they were 12 minutes 
behind Johnson arriving at San Felipe. 


At San Felipe, Wright and Henson 
had a seven minute lead over Park and 
Kirker, who had lost some time when 
Andy crashed and the bike went into a 
ditch; it took several minutes before 
Andy could get the bike out. Rick 
Finger and Jeff Kaplan, riding a Team 
Husqvarna-sponsored OR250, were 
third in Class 21 to arrive at San 
Felipe, but they were running second 
on elapsed time.

In Class 20, Kelly and Scott Pfeiffer 
were dicing going towards Diablo Dry 
Lake, with Kelly in the lead on time. 
But Kelly slowed with unknown 
problems and the Coutts/Pfeiffer 
team was home free. 

Between San Felipe and El Chinero, 
Malocco was running third when he 
smacked a fence post with his 
shoulder. Nothing was broken, but 
Malocco reported later that it did 
smart a bit. 

Among the leaders, little happened 
between El Chinero and the finish. 
Ogilvie and Miller were running 
fourth, but their Yamaha's 
transmission was losing gears. A short 
distance before the pits at Santa 
Catarina, the gearbox quit for good. 

Johnson took the checkered flag in 
Ensenada at 1:26 p.m., and his seven 
and a half hour elapsed time made it 
the quickest Baja Internacional in 
memory indicating the fast nature of 
the course. 

Riders got a bit of a thrill, or a 
scare, a few miles from the finish. A 
fire, alledgedly a “controlled burn” 
had worked its way down a hillside 
until it was burning right on the edge 
of the course. Johnson held his breath 
and stayed on the trail, but others, like 
Wallingsford, rode off on the other 
side of the trail. 

Wallingsford was the second bike 
into the finish, congratulating Johnson 
as soon as the engine was off. 

The third bike to finish was the 
Wright/Henson Yamaha and they 
took Class 21 honors. On the last leg of 
the course, Wright had to get gas from 
others. "Ogilvie gave me gas at El 
Rayo...then I had to stop at Team 
Husky at Ojos Negros." The only 








mechanical failure involved with their 
effort ‘was an unfortunate’ one, 
however, when Henson's father, out 
pitting, had a connecting rod go out 
on his car. 

Hateley was the next to finish, 
having ridden on a flat front tire since 
Ojos Negros. The XR500 they rode 
was prepared by Bill Bell and featured 
a C&J frame built to Bell's 
specifications, and KYB suspension. 
The machine performed flawlessly in 
its maiden voyage. 

Errol Clarke rode in the Magnolia 
Radiator/Martin's Landing/ Malcolm 
Smith 390cc Husky that he and Wayne 
Martin entered. They finished fifth 
overall, fourth in class. 

Park brought his Whittier Kawasaki/ 
Toro Oil sponsored Husky into the 
finish before Kaplan, but Kaplan took 
second on elapsed time. Both 
commented on the smooth, trouble- 
free ride of Wright and Henson. 
“They just had too good of a ride to 
catch them,” said Kaplan. 

Fourth in Class 21 went, appropri- 
ately enough, to bike #444, ridden by 
Mark Zoller and Ed Zarp and spon- 
sored by Anaheim Husqvarna. It was 
Zoller's first Baja finish in eight tries. 
They were one minute ahead of the team 
of A.L. Haydis and Darrell Hutchins 
on a Yamaha sponsored by Haydis Oil 
Co. Haydis and Hutchins edged out 
the Fred Hansen, Jr./Gerald Wirthlin 
Husky by five seconds, finishing 
behind them but taking fifth on 
elapsed time. Hansen had been ahead 
of both of them but threw a chain with 
10 miles to go and it got wrapped up in 
the sprocket. Hansen had been 
scheduled to ride with Chuck Rush, 
but Rush was injured right before the 





event. Hansen rode 330 miles, with 
Wirthlin, a Las Vegas area Amateur 
racer, spelling him between San Felipe 
and El Chinero..^ 


The next class winner into the finish 
was the Coutts/Pfeiffer Husky. They 
had no problems along the way other 
than Coutts stopping a few times for 
soil samples, and they won the class by 
20 minutes. Second went to the Randy 
Coulter/Bob Maxwell Yamaha, 
sponsored by MacDouglas, 4-M Co., 
and Bill’s Cycle. The Mexican team of 
Francisco Gonzales (Cota) and Jorge 
Hernandez finished third on a Husky. 


“Primo! This thing never missed a 
beat and we had a great ride,” said 
Class 30 co-winner Casey Folks at the 
finish line. He and Sam Bass beat the 
Wood/Peterson entry by about 20 
minutes, after the latter pair suffered 
a couple of engine seizures and a flat 
tire. 


Class 38 rider Dick Vick came into 
the finish in an excited state. "Who's 
got a watch? I just passed the guy! I 
just passed the guy at the Pepsi stand 
and I had to put 30 seconds on him.” 
The guy was Cecil Hollenbeck, who 
was riding a Husky with John Kaplan. 
Hollenbeck had passed Vick's partner 
in the mountains and was ahead at 
Ojos Negros. Vick passed him at the 
Pepsi stand, but Hollenbeck knew he 
only had to keep Vick in sight and he 
would win Class 38 on elapsed time. 
But fate, in the form of a water truck, 
stepped in. Hollenbeck was hit by the 
water truck coming around a blind 
corner. He was unhurt in the crash, 
but a shock was bent up into the rear 
tire. By the time the shock was 
removed and placed out of the way, it 





was too late and Hollenbeck was left to 
motor in for second. 

Another solo effort should be noted: 
Diane Holeman rode a Torco Oil- 
sponsored Husky by herself to finish 
IOth in Class 21. 

Sixty-nine riders started the event, 
and 48 finished. 

It was a good day for riders 
generally, with Malcolm Smith, 
teaming with Bud Feldkamp, taking 
the overall four-wheel win on a VW- 
powered Funco single-seater. e.

Preparation, concentration and consistency

Off-road racing: Generally done in the wilds of Mexico's Baja California peninsula 
or in the deserts of the southwest United States, usually in distances exceeding 300 
miles. Not many of the motorcyclists entered in these events — events such as the 
Baja 1,000 (to be run this year from La Paz to Ensenada), the Baja Internacional, 
the Parker 400, the Mexicali 250 and the Las Vegas 400 — have a realistic chance 
of winning. Skill, of course, is involved, but there are thousands of variables, 
ranging from maintenance, preparation, and knowledge of the course to pit crew 
effictency and plain ol’ luck. 

Brent Wallingsford and Scot Harden ride for Team Husqvarna, and since 1977, 


. they've ridden together. They've won just about every major off-road race to be 


won, including one SCORE Baja 1,000km, a pair of SCORE Baja Internacionals, 
two SCORE Parker 400s, one SCORE Mexicali 300, plus a couple of ultra-close 
runner-up finishes at the Las Vegas 400. Wallingsford, riding as the driver of 
record and thus getting the points, won the SCORE Class 22 points title in 1978. 
You could say that the duo has been successful... 

This interview was conducted between the Mexicali 250, where they finished 
second to Bruce Ogilvie and Chuck Miller, whose Yamaha broke Husky's Baja win 
streak, and the Las Vegas 400, where they would agazn finish second, this time to 
Team Husky teammates Jack Johnson and Larry Roeseler. 

Between the Las Vegas 400, and the Baja Internacional, the next major off-road 
race, things were brewing for the pair. Scot was to be married on May 19 to Christze 
Johnson, Jack's sister, and Brent and his wife Penny were expecting their first child. 
The child, a girl, was born May 29 and named Summer Lynn. 

When the patr ride, they not only carry the Team Husky colors, but also the 
symbols of other sponsors, like Torco Oil and Goodyear tires. Both have close ties to 
Husky dealers; in Scot's case it's the Las Vegas, NV shop, Casey Folks’ Sportsman 
Cycle; and in Brent's, it's George Erl's Up- Tite Husqvarna in Santa Ana, CA. 


What's the key to success? 

SH: I wish I knew. I'd put it in a bottle 
and save some; keep using it over and 
over. I think it's a combination of a 
couple of different things. You have to 
have the preparation to begin with, as 
far as the pre-running and the bike 
set-up and your pits. And you have to 
have the ability to win one. And you 
have to have a little luck. You have to 
have all those — and pretty big 
portions of each one. Some people 
have more of one than others, but to 
be consistent, it has to be pretty 
equ2My spread around. 

BW: I agree with everything Scott 
says. I think. preparation’s about the 
biggest thing. If you're not prepared, 
you're not going to win, no matter 
what. You've got to have all the pits set 
up, and the bike has to be set up just 
perfect. The least amount of problems 
that you have, the better chance yo 
have of winning. : 


SH: Especially in the shorter ones, 
like the (Mexicali) 250 and Parker. 
It used to be that in a long race, 
you could rebuild a motor and still 
win your class. Now it’s just so close 
that the littlest problem and some- 
body's going to get by you.’ And you 
aren't going to get by them again. 
BW: You've got to go consistently fast 


` for the whole race. You may not have 


the fastest time for every section, but if 
you can go consistently fast without 
any little problems — the little 
problems will put you out of winning. 
If you have too many little problems, 
you're going to get second. You're not 
going to win. 

What is it that Husky does that the 
privateer groups can't seem to get 
together? 

BW: I think Huskys won every off- 
road race since 1975. They won in 76, 
"17, "18. Now the first race of '79 we 


won and now the streak's over. So we 
won over three years in a row. But like 
I say, its the preparation. Husky 
usually gets some of the best riders, 
and they have the bikes prepared. 
They're one of the only factories that 
put up support. KTM helps out Bob 
Balentine and Yamaha's starting to 
get into it a little bit. 

Who are the people behind the scenes 
at Husky that makes things move as 
far as Baja is concerned? 

BW: Niles Ussery is the team 
manager. He sets up everything and 
takes care of the pits. He prepares the 
bikes. He does the whole shot. So all 
we have to worry about really is the 
riding, which is a help to us. If you can 
ride the bikes without having to worry 
about “I hope my buddy's at the next 
pit" and this and that. It's nice to 
know that someone is going to be there 
every time. Not having to worry when 
you're riding — that helps. 

What about the riding itself? I 
understand the course isn't that 
difficult. 

SH: The courses are challenging 
courses, but a lot of it is just high speed 
roads that don't require a lot of really 
having to physically work hard and 
getting really tired. There are sections 
like that. But a lot of it is just keeping 
your mind thinking all the time. 
You're going so fast that if you stop 
thinking for a second about the next 
turn or which lane to be in, you're just 
out. 

BW: That's another key. You have to 
concentrate the whole time. You can't 
be thinking about how much money 
you're going to make. and how good 
the beer is going to taste at the finish 
line and how your dog's doing back 
home. You've got to concentrate 
completely on the course, even if 
you're going across a lake bed. You 
still have to concentrate on what's 
com( Bg up next. If your mind starts 
wandering, you're going to start 
making mistakes. Big ones. 


are the keys to Baja success 


What about traffic on the course? 
How much of an impact does that 
have on your concentration? 

BW: Anybody who is physically 
leading is going to get some kind of 
traffic; at least I have. Every time 
we've been in the lead, I've come 
across. either Mexican traffic, 
Americans on the course going to the 
pits, cows, whatever. If you're the first 
bike through, chances are that there's 
going to be something on the course 
thats not supposed to be there and 


you'd better be prepared. 
SH: The worst part about it is, you get 
going, you've got the course 


memorized and you know when there 
is a blind hill that you can gas it 
because it's straight on the other side, 
or corners that you can't see around 
but you know how sharp they are. And 
you think to yourself about what 
happened to Larry at the 1,000 a year 
ago when he.centerpunched a VW 
bus, and other guys running into 
things. You just think, "Well, I've got 
to back off just a little." You're always 
hesitating, but if you hesitate, the guy 
behind you is just going wide open and 
he's gaining time on you. So, you're 
taking a risk. That's the riskiest part 
about it, I think. Not knowing what's 
coming around the corner. I can deal 
with the terrain, but I can't deal with 
cars. 

BW: I actually feel better if we're back 
in second or third physically, but 
leading on time. I don't like the lead 
physically. 

So you would prefer a later starting 
time? 

SH: No, not really. If you're off the 
line and get out of the dust in a hurry, 
you can ride a good pace. Bruce 
(Ogilvie) was telling me at the last 
race, he said once he got out front, 
which he's never been before — he's 
always been back in the dust — he said 
it was so neat. You can just ride your 
own pace. You don't even have to ride 


really berzerk, just have to ride 








fast and smooth and you can really put 
time on anybody that’s in the dust. 
BW: The only advantage to starting in 
the back — the dust is a disadvantage 
— but if you can get through the dust 
and make up time, once you get up to 
whoever started in front of you, you're 
already ahead of them, time-wise. 
Like in the Mexicali 300, where we 
beat Bob Balentine by 11 seconds. The 
key to that race was that he started a 
minute ahead of us. So when we were 
dicing side by side physically, I already 
had a minute's lead on him, which was 
to my advantage, I thought. Starting a 
minute behind him wasn’t a big 
disadvantage, but once we got up 
physically with him, I had the 
advantage. 

If you were asked to pick two more 
riders for Team Husky, who would 
you pick? 

BW: Hard to say. I'd have to think 
about that one. 

SH: I figure there are a lot of guys who 
have the ability and could go out and 
win if they were given the chance, I 
rode for a long time without any help 
from anybody. You look at the ability 
of the riders, the really good riders, 
and, boy, everybody's pretty close. 
There's not anyone who's just going to 
wheelie away with the thing and blow 
somebody in the weeds. It's going to be 
pretty close. It's just a thing of having 
enough experience. You have to have 
somebody who's had enough 
experience; has been to the races 
before.

That was my problem when I first 
started going. I was too keyed on the 
race, too psyched out by it. I would try 
too hard right from the start and I'd 
end up crashing the bike. One year I 
rode with A.C. (Bakken), and A.C. 
was at Camalu...and all of a sudden 
he heard that his bike was requesting 
forks, at Ojos — I broke the forks off 
the bike. I crashed it bad. I was really 
lucky; I was going fast! Seventy or 80 
and it hopped sideways on a fast road 
out of Ojos. I stepped off and skidded 
on my butt for about 200 feet and the 
bike hit a fence and broke the forks 
off. That was my mistake, thinking I 
was going to win the race by the time 
we got to Ojos Negros. And that's only 
25 or 30 miles... 

BW: The more experience, the better. 
It's hard to pick someone to ride down 
there because you really don't know. 
There's some people who go really fast 
in Mexico. They may not go fast 
anywhere else, but you get them in 
Mexico and they're going to be good. 
And maybe just the opposite: You take 

















a fast motocrosser — the guy's just the 
fastest guy around — and take him to 
Mexico and he may not go fast at all. 
It's hard to say.

SH: It's all experience down there. It's 
being there before. The guys who are 
riding there now and are doing good 
on other brands — Bruce or Bob or 
somebody like that — I'm sure they 
could fit right in and do as good, given 
the right set of circumstances. 

They're talking about making the 
1000 a point to point race this year, 
from La Paz to either Ensenada or 
Mexicali. (The final announcement 
that the race will run from En- 
senada to LaPaz was made after 
this interview took place...Editor.) 
What do you think about that? 


BW: I like that, myself. The longer, 
the better. The shorter races, I don't 
like. As far as I'm concerned, they 
should all be four, five, six, seven, 
eight hundred miles, because that's a 
true off-road race. If it's any shorter 
than that, like the Mexicali 250, it's 
like a European scrambles. The longer 
it is, as far as I'm concerned, the better 
race it's going to be. 

SH: I'd like to see it too. I've never 
ridden the long distance point to 
point. It's gotta be a trip to be on the 
bike for eight hours, nine hours at a 
time. Now, with the riders hopping 
back and forth, a guy rides 90 miles 
and they've got it worked out so that 
he gets off and they put a new rider 
on. Td like to race a guy for 400 
miles, 300 miles. That, to me, would 
be fun. 

Can you maintain the concentration 
that long? 

SH: I'm sure you'd tend to slip after a 
while. Your mind can only handle so 
much. But I think we would do better 
if the race is long enough. The hardest 
part of a race for me, and I know 
for Brent, too, is the first 40-50 miles 
on the bike. I'm so awkward and 
slow and I feel so sloppy. I don’t even 
feel like I'm really doing that good but 
after that, I feel really great. 

BW: You'd have to use your head in a 
race like that. It'd be for so long, you 
just have to concentrate for so long. 
SH: You'd have to slow down just a 
little. 

BW: You have to back off an extra 
5% but the key there would be 
consistency again. e

suzuki. The performer. 
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The agony of victory

Motorcycle technology has increased signifi- 
cantly in the past few years. Today's motor- 
cycle, especially the off-road type, is capable of 
much greater speeds due to highly evolved sus- 


pensions, power packages and 
frame designs. Much attention 


has been paid to strengthening 
the motorcycle’s “anatomy,” but 
what about the rider? How has his or 
her anatomy been updated to get the 
most out of today’s machines? 

Johanna Stenersen, former National 
Women’s Motocross Champion and 
now instructor at Nautilus/Newport, 
was more than happy to answer the 
question by introducing us to the 
Nautilus training program. 

Johanna became involved with the 
program while she was still strongly 
involved with her racing effort and has 
been instrumental in getting motor- 


cycle competitors familiarized with 
Nautilus. 

The Nautilus program has been in 
use since 1970 when the first machine 
was sold. The Nautilus idea, however, 
has been under development for the 
past 22 years! The program is now 
composed. of 12 to 14 machines. This 
system when used correctly will 
condition the body for greater 
strength, flexibility, and cardiovascular 
conditioning. Perhaps the most 
important aspect is the prevention of 
injuries that riders, because of their 
physical condition, could not escape in 
the past. 

The Nautilus program, because of 
its highly successful background with 





professional sports, (football, baseball, 
etc.) has been adopted by most college 
athletic programs and is now finding 
its way into professional motorcycle 
competition through Mark Blackwell, 
Suzuki Team manager and former 
National motocross star. 


Mark is a strong advocate of the 
system — talk to any of Suzuki Team 
rider. All the riders have varied ideas 
concerning Nautilus but most agree 
that it is a valuable tool in meeting the 
high physical demands that are 
encountered in racing. Brian Myers- 
cough and Mark Barnett, Suzuki's 
125cc National racing crew, are firm 
believers in the program. Mark has 
been working with a Nautilus center in 
Chicago for some time with his trainer 
Leon Wolek of Athletes NC and his 
performance on the national circuit as 
well as his physical shape can be attri- 
buted in part to his training program. 
Brian has just recently been 
introduced to the program but has felt 
a noticeable increase in only a few 






months. Kent Howerton looks to the 
program for its injury prevention 
potential. Kent has suffered numerous 
lower leg and foot injuries and believes 
the Nautilus program will strengthen 
the desired areas so that any further 
injuries might be avoided. 

Road racing’s Carter Alsop sees 
Nautilus, besides its physical 
advantages, as the ideal physical 
conditioning center for those who are 
frequently traveling . (such as 
professional racers). There are many 
Nautilus centers in the country and 
once an exercise program has been 
established it could be continued at 
any Nautilus center, thereby allowing 
a person to maintain peak strength 
even while traveling. 

Why Nautilus? 

A training program should have two 
goals: To maximize strength of muscle 
groups involved with your particular 
sport and to reduce body fat to a 
minimum level. 

To maximize body strength or

muscle growth, two basic items are 
needed. There must be muscle 
stimulation such as a high-intensity or 
muscle fatiguing exercise like Nautilus 
and, just as important, a proper diet. 

In muscle growth, stimulation 
always precedes nutrition. Muscle 
stimulation or its contractions result in 
the formation of creatine, the 
chemical responsible for turning on 
the RNA (ribonucleaicacid) fibers in 
the muscle cells which increase the 
cells’ size, resulting in muscle growth. 
This process in turn stimulates the 
muscles to form myosin, one of the 
contraction proteins within the muscle 
fiber. Simplified, when the muscle 
contracts, the resulting creatine 
production causes the muscle to form 
myosin, enabling it to handle greater 
weight or contractions. This process is 
continuous. 

The body contains three types of 


muscles: the voluntary or skeletal ' 


muscles; the involuntary muscles 
(digestive tract); and the heart muscle. 
Our body movement is the result of 
over 434 skeletal muscles — what we 
are concerned with while exercising. 
These are composed of 20 million 
smaller units, the muscle fibers, and 
make up about 40% of our body 
weight. 

Another 20% is fat content. Fat's 
major function is the long-term 
storage of energy, plus heat insulation 
and protection of the inner organs. 
Chemically analyzed, a pound of fat 
and a pound of muscle contain water, 
fats and proteins but at entirely 
different levels. Muscle is 70% water 
while fat consists of over 70% fatty 
tissues with the remainder being 22% 
water and only six percent protein, 
compared to muscle content of 22% 
protein and only 7% fatty tissues. 

Excess fat hinders muscle strength. 
The fat located in the muscles actually 
restricts their movement during 
exercise by serving like a friction plate 
against the muscle fibers. Obviously, 
the less fat content, the easier the 
increase in muscle strength and 
growth, which is one reason for 
Nautilus. 

For stimulating muscle growth the 
Nautilus program is perhaps the safest 
way to train; with faster results, and it 
involves less time consuming workouts. 

The Nautilus weight program is 
formulated around the “direct 
resistance” theory. To achieve this 
“direct resistance” through the entire 
weight lifting movement, a cam is 
used. The cam’s size resembles that of 
the muscle group that particular 
machine is exercising. The cam 
maintains a constant, even resistance, 
exercising the total muscle — not just 
part as in barbell exercise. Your push- 
: pulling force is levered over the cam to 
the weights resulting in a smooth 
flowing action instead of the usual 
jerking action associated with barbell 
exercising. 

Another plus for the Nautilus 
program, if not the most important 
aspect for motorcycle riders, is the 
enhanced muscle flexibility due to the 
cam's rotary movement. This rotary/ 
constant-resistance movement is only 
found on the Nautilus equipment. 
The rotary action develops long 
smooth msucles, as opposed to barbell 
"short bulk" muscles, due to the 
stretching action of the unit. This 
muscle flexibility offers the rider 
greater protection from muscle 
strains, pulls and dreaded tears 
because of the muscle's already greater 
rotating movement. This also 
minimizes the threat of broken bones 
with the protection of a greater muscle 
mass to pad the bones. And if an un- 
fortunate accident does occur, the 
rehabilitation time should be much 
shorter due to muscle conditioning. 

The Nautilus workout has been 
designed to be a complete blow-out. 





Our first exposure to the program left 
us ungodly sore for about two to three 
days afterwards. The purpose is to 
break down the muscle groups 
completely — the larger groups first 
(leg, chest, arm) and then the smaller, 
specialized muscles (wrist, calves, 
etc.). 

The program usually uses 12 
machines involving about 14 exercises 
depending on your personal need. 
Each machine as stated earlier, is a 
blow-out, and will completely fatigue 
a given muscle group to the point of 
exhaustion at which time you move to 
the next machine. The usually 
recommended eight to 10 repetitions 
should be increased to 12 to 15 reps 
because of greater muscle endurance 
needed by competition motorcycle 
riders. 

Research has shown that, for 
building muscular size and strength, 
lowering the resistance is far more 
improtant than raising the resistance, 
which means the hard. part of the 
exercise should be bringing the weight 
back to the starting position. The 
Nautilus count is usually two seconds 
lift and a four second count back to 
the starting position. However, the 
weights are not to be rested at the start 
position — the temptation can be 
alleviated in some instances by 
positioning the seat height, which is 
fully adjustable on most of the 
machines that work the larger muscle 
groups. 

This takes the body a little getting 
used to if you haven't been exposed to 
a previous training program. The 
frequency of the workouts should 
differ with the riding season. 
Blackwell recommends that beginners 
go three or four sessions in the first 
week to completely break down the 
muscles, then a rest of a week or two, 
then a three times per week program 
for pre-season and a two day workout 
schedule during the actual 
competition season to maintain 
maximum body and cardiovascular 
strength. For the beginner Mark 
recommends going through four 
machines, then rest, then four more, 
etc., until yotir body can adapt to the 
exercise load. 


The Program 

Before the machines are used your 
pulse rate should be around 180. This 
is accomplished with the use of a 
stationary bicycle or treadmill, giving 
your body a 10 minute warm up. The 


machines are next. The accompanying 


illustrations show you the entire 30 
minute routine. Have fun... 

The Nautilus program, when used 
correctly can be of enormous value, 
both physically and mentally. There 
will be a thousand and one excuses per 
week not to train. Granted, any 
scheduled workout will take a certain 
amount of willpower, but it all comes 
down to one idea — how bad do you 
want to win, or more importantly, how 
important is your health? The decision 
is up to you, the means are readily 
available. 

However, the Nautilus program 
should only be viewed upon as a 
training supplement. It will not make 
you more talented at your given sport 
whether that is motocross, speedway, 
running or rugby. Only hours of 
practice in those special fields will 
make you a winner. Nautilus will help 
you reach your peak and help 
maintain your state of health to a high 
degree but it can never replace, in our 
instance, actual riding time.

Viewfinders host 
11th annual GP

VALENCIA, CA, JUNE 2-3 

Tough breaks or lucky breaks. 
These were the most important 
factors coloring the outcome of 
the AMA District 37 sanctioned 


llth annual Viewfinders Grand Prix 
held at Indian Dunes. The action in 
the Expert classes kept the formidable 
crop of competitors and a sizable 
crowd of spectators on their collective 
toes as Bob Balentine, Cordis Brooks, 
Bob Rutten and Bill Saltzman eventu- 
ally won their respective 175, 250, 
500cc and Senior Expert classes. 
Adding to the anxious aura engulfing 
most of the racers and spectators was 
the deceptive nature of the seemingly 
simple race course. The 10 mile 
European Scrambles style raceway 
slithered its way around segments of 
both the International and Shadow 
Glen motocross courses, zipped down 
stretches of pavement, bounded up 
and down strenuous, sometimes rocky 
and steep hills, strung its way through 
ribbons of sandwash, splashed across 
the Dunes’ stream and soared over the 
infamous Viewfinders water jump. 
Most of the events were run for two 
hours with a dead engine drop-the- 
banner desert style start, and the 
excellently marked and prepared track 





horsepower robbing arena of sand, 
water, mud and sun. 


Saturday 

Racers sparked up at 8 a.m. sharp 
for the first of four events scheduled 
for today. At the drop of the banner 
the 100-175cc Novice-Beginner- 
unclassified riders were off and 
charging. It soon became apparent the 
Viewfinders’ system of assigning 
numbers to each of the racers for each 
of the races would make it easy for the 
scorekeepers. However, the tedious 
chore of plugging the Viewfinders’ 
number into the name and 
classification of its owner would take 
considerable time. Thus, all reported 
results are the unofficial overall 
finishers including class breakdowns 
where known. First overall in the first 
Novice race was Peter Postal, followed 
by Dennis Maxwell and Kenneth 
Westergood. 

The next race included the 100- 
175cc Amateur/Expert riders and also 
illustrated a number of the perils of 
grand prix racing. Just a few miles into 
the first lap, Team Husqvarna’s Larry 
Roeseler, riding a very crisp. Husky 
175, roosted his way into third after a 
mid-pack start. KTM Team rider Bob 
Balentine grabbed on to Roeseler's tail 
and they began a drive which soon put 
them into second and third overall. 
Out in front and maintaining a 
heaithy lead. was Amateur Donnie 
Morrison, aboard a Dick Allen 
Yamaha IT175. His formidable lead 
quickly diminished as the exhaust pipe 
loosened and began rubbing on the 
rear tire and one of his grips came off.

Now decidedly off the pace, 
Morrison was quickly gobbled up by 
Roeseler, followed by a closing 
Balentine. Working their way through 
the balance of the pack were Amateur 
Can-Am 175cc rider Mike Baker, 
Great Bear GP Novice winner and son 
of former class C TT and flat track 
specialist, Dallas Baker, and Dirt Bike 
test rider Jim Connolly, riding a 125cc 
Honda CR. 

The two leaders put on a terrific 
struggle for the entire eight laps and it 
seemed Roeseler was maintaining 
enough of an edge to take the 
checkered as they started their final 
lap. But, the power-sapping soft sand, 
and the constant pressure of a 
challenging Balentine combined with 
the possibility of not being topped off 
at his mid-race gas pit, Roeseler ran 
out of gas a few yards from his pit and 
half a mile from the finish. Balentine 
stopped and asked Roeseler if he had 
run out of gas. Roeseler said yes, 
Balentine pulled off his gas cap and 
checked his, then raced away to the 
checkered. Roeseler gassed and 
motored in second followed by Baker, 
Dirt Digger Connolly and Dave 
Hollenbeck. Early leader Morrison 
held on for sixth overall and 175cc 
Amateur. 

The next race included the 250cc 
Novice/Beginners/unclassified riders. 
While a reasonable number of the 
smaller bikes had water problems, for 
some reason the 250s were dropping 
like lemmings at each water crossing. 
The ultimate survivors included 
overall winner Chris Wilcox, followed 
by Don McNulty, Bill Franchez, Tony 
Meyla, and Mark Durrand. 

The final race of the day, the 250cc 
Amateur/Expert event, really epito- 
mized the phrase “the thrill of victory 
and the agony of defeat.” The agony 
portion came early in the first turn of 
the first lap, where front runner 
Roeseler tangled with another rider, 
causing the desert ace to fall and 
injure his troublesome left knee. After 
a few moments of excruciating pain, 
Roeseler remounted and tried to 
proceed but soon dropped out. 
Roeseler said later that he would not 
compete in the next day's Open class 
event and would probably not ride the 
upcoming Baja 500 with regular 
teammate Jack Johnson. He felt he 
needs to take care of his knee problem, 
once and for all. 

Out in front and pulling away was 
long-time desert vet Cordis Brooks 
riding a Bellflower Yamaha YZ250. 
This was Brook's first ride in six 
months but you could not tell by the 
way he kept pulling away from the 
pack. At the finish, the well deserved 
victory went to Brooks, followed by 
Mark Nation, Dan Ashcroft, and hard 
charging Eric McCracken. 


Sunday 

The first race of the day, for Open 
Novice/Beginner/unclassified riders, 
took off on a freshly prepared track. 
All too soon the sand seemed to slow 
all but the very front runners. 
Appearing very happy to see the 
checkered was first overall Steve 
Harper (Yam) followed by Husky- 
mounted Jeff Mathews and Rex 
Haeelson. 

The next race combined the Senior 
riders with the women. First to take 
the lead was Jim O'Neal, of O'Neal 
Distributing, riding a Kolbe Cycles 
370cc Can-Am. Slicing his way 
through the pack and battling a 
floundering ignition system at every 
water crossing was Bill Saltzman 
riding a ferocious 440cc Maico. 
Saltzman was coined. "Ironman" 
because he was one of the few to 
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challenge the demanding Viewfinders 
course in three different classes. 
Saltzman took the lead, lost it back to 
O'Neal, regained it again after 
drowing out and running out of gas, 
and held on for the overall win. 
O'Neal tried valiantly but seemed to 
be having fuel problems and finished a 
close second. 

The women put on quite a battle 
with Amateur rider Dena, Silicato 
recovering from forgetting to turn her 
gas on and drowning out in the water 
to challenge the overall women's 
leader, Expert Lynette Zuber. They 
raced within inches of each other for a 
nubmer of laps but Silicato had more 
water troubles and Zuber went on for 
the win. Also finishing aboard a 250cc 
Can-Am was the team of John 
McCown and his pup "Kookie III." 
Welcome back, John. 


A record crowd of 24 sidehacks put 
on an excellent show, racing with the 
four strokes and each other. Early 
leader Summers/Wilcox aboard a 
750cc Honda rig were soon reeled in 
by the radical John Palfreyman/Tom 
Lund team. They were the only team 
to launch their 750cc Norton across 
the water jump every lap, much to the 
delight of the sunburned, happy 
crowd. Summers/Wilcox made a late 
charge but nearly lost the monkey 
when his hand hold broke. Jim O'Neal 
ran away and hid from all of the other 
four stroke riders aboard a Kolbe 
Cycle 440cc Honda. 

The-final race of the day looked like 
a runaway for Bob Balentine as he 
cruised from the pack on his new 
420cc KTM. Even Roeseler, who was 
spectating said, "He's got it too easy, 
nobody's even pushing him." But the 
water crossings got to Balentine, too. 
He drowned out, which gave Bob 
Rutten, riding an Up-Tite-sponsored 
$90cc Husky, the lead. Balentine 
restarted but dropped out soon after 
his pit with clutch troubles. Amateur 
Eric McCracken pushed his 390cc 
Husky into second overall but dropped 
out on the second to last lap with 
mechanical woes. With McCracken 
gone, Jim Connolly, this time on a 
440cc Maico moved into second 
behind Rutten for the finish. Saltzman 
finished third followed by Pancho 
Spain, riding a DMG Maico. 

This final event had a surprising 
twist — during the last lap as someone 
inadvertently locked the gate which 
crossed the course entrance to the 
Shadow Glen course, and that sent 
many riders in circles. Race officials 
backed the results up to the prior lap 
because some riders received the white 
flag twice before the leader came in 
for the finish. 

The Viewfinders put on an 
extremely smooth and professionally 
run event, and everyone who attended 
is anxiously awaiting their next event.@

Factory-backed enduro bikes generally have 
gone the same route as factory motocross ma- 
chines; they're either one-off items or highly- 
modified stockers. Some appear to be fairly 


stock, however, one of which is 
the WR390 Husqvarna ridden by 
five-time AMA National Enduro 
Champion Dick Burleson. 


We had contacted Husqvarna, ask- 
ing to do a test on a standard WR390, 
and the conversation turned to the 
topic of just how stock Burleson’s bike 
really is. The Husky rep, naturally, 
swore that it was an out-of-the-crate 
stocker set up by Dick to his own 
specifications, but it still was stock. 

“Sure,” we said. 

"OK. Don't believe us," he respond- 
ed. "Why don't you see for yourselves? 
We'll arrange for you to ride Dick's 
bike, the same one he used in the 
Chaparrals' National Enduro." 

Did we accept? Does an enduro 
rider carry a watch? Our enduro 
reporter was drooling — foaming at 


_the mouth, actually — since he rides a 


390cc Husky himself. 

Sure enough, right after the finish 
of the Chaparrals' National, Dick gave 
the bike to us, desert dirt and all. He 
had placed second overall on the bike, 
beaten only by desert ace Mike 


` Hannon. We asked Dick why he rode 


the WR with shorter suspension 
instead of a CR or an OR. His reply 
was that the WR turns better, and 10 
inches of suspension is plenty for 
enduro work. Dick is not a tall guy and 
the OR or CR with almost 12" of travel 
is sometimes awkward, especially in 
the woods or rocks. 

The WR390 has the new frame and 
airbox but has shorter damper rods 
and shocks to lower the bike. A shorter 
swingarm contributes to easier turning 
despite a 30-degree head angle. The 
WR does not have a full-floating rear 
brake, a stay arm is instead mounted 
to the swingarm. The floating arm set- 
up is vulnerable to logs and rocks. The 
WR (Wide Ratio) engine contains 
transmission ratios that differ from the 
CR/OR gearbox in fourth through 
sixth providing a greater top speed. 
The WR comes equipped with enduro 
lighting, VDO speedometer and a 
folding shift lever. 


A checkout of Dick's bike proved it 
to be mostly stock. A few changes were 
made, the biggest thing being the 
addition of Sun rims in place of the 
stockers. There is no weakness with the 


stockers; in fact, many riders swear by 
them as they have a very deep center 
which facilitates tire changes. Dick, 
however, has a contingency contract 
with Sun which pays him some extra 
bucks. Nothing wrong with that. 
Enduro riders aren't exactly the 
highest-paid riders around. 

Burleson prefers the older style 
Magura lever assemblies. For the 
Chaparral National, he had a 
Goodyear 5.00 x 17 mounted on the 
rear and a 3.00 x 21 Metzeler on the 
front. A Countdown Engineering 


. clock/roll chart mounted on the cross 


bar provided the timekeeping 
apparatus. 

Dick left us, and we decided to take 
the WR for a short ride to see what it 
was like. The new frame with the short 
suspension provides a very reasonable 
seat height for almost 10” of 
suspension. Dick prefers his stock 
handlebars way back which feels a 
little awkward at first, but we soon 
realized it was the hot set-up for tight 
cornering. And that’s where it’s won or 
lost in enduros. 

The clutch pull was a delight! Much 
easier than any other Husky we had 
ridden. A thorough inspection 


revealed the clutch actuating arm to . 


be one-half inch longer than stock 
which provided better leverage. The 
arm is from an older-style Husky, but 
it's not recommended by the rep. The 
longer arm takes away most of the 
adjustment range and an unknowledge- 
able rider could easily burn his clutch

out. Dick had replaced his stock rear 
brake arm with.a beefier unit and 
drilled out the backing plate mounting 
bolt to accept a 10mm bolt. 

The bike fired up on the second 
kick, and we were off onto our maiden 
ride. The first impression was the 
crispness of engine response. 
Immediate and controllable wheelies 
were a snap. Suspension was smooth 
and supple. The Ohlins seemed to 
have light springs matched to Dick’s 
weight with medium damping. 

We were initially impressed with the 
bike, but we wanted to really put it 
through the wringer. The next 
weekend we assembled a test crew 
which consisted of some of AMA 
District 37’s top enduro riders. The 
first test section was in the desert and 
included much of the Chaparrals’ 
enduro course. It provided a guideline 
for the riders since they had all ridden 
the course the week before. 

After a full day's riding over some 
tough terrain — all the riders had a 
chance to ride the bike — they had 
nothing but praise for the WR. There 
was no doubt that the WR turns better 
than the CR/OR models. The most 
common observation was how plush 
the forks worked through the rocks. 
Each rider felt the WR was superior to 
his own bike in handling. 

The torquey engine contributed to 
the smoothness. The hot tip was to 
gear up and go for it. Instead of 
kicking up rocks, which normally 
might knock the rear wheel sideways, 








the smooth powerband just motored 
the WR right on through. 

While the WR did corner better 
than the CR/OR, it was typical 
Husky: Up on the tank if you want the 
front end to stick. If the rider didn’t, 
the bike wanted to straighten up in the 
turn. No big deal, just a character- 
istic that had to be learned. 

All the riders complained about the 
rear brake lever pivot which had a 
tendency to jam the boot. This is a 
potentially dangerous problem, and if 
we owned a WR, we would modify it. 

Our final test was to ride the bike in 
an enduro. We entered a CRC enduro 
held at .Rosarita Beach in Baja, 
Mexico. While the enduro wasn't in 
the class of a National, it did have 
some rugged sections and many tight 
turns to test the bike out. 

The wide ratio gearbox was really 
appreciated in an extremely tight six 
mph section, and we passed out 10 
riders who were struggling to get 
through. The smooth clutch action 
prevented any unwanted engine 
stalling, which is a bitch on 
Husqvarnas due to the lack of 
primary-kick starting. (We hear 
rumors of 1980. . . please!). 

The 384cc engine, while a torquer, 
was fast. A top speed over 80 mph was 
approached a couple of times until 
common sense took over. Incidentally, 
our test rider took fourth overall, first 
in class, which pleased him to no end. 

In the meantime, one of our other 
test riders rode a friend's brand new 
stock WR390 after it was broken in. 
The power on the stocker seemed to be 
down over Burleson's bike leading us 
to believe maybe the factory bike did 
have some internal hop-up work. We 
checked the pipe very closely and the 
dimensions appeared to be stock. The 
stock spark arrestor was even intact. 
We next tore down the Mikuni and 
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came up with some very interesting 
differences from stock.

The stock WR390 was way too rich 
in the midrange and suffered a loss of 
horsepower. The jetting on Burleson's 
WR leaned out the midrange. The 
owner of the stock WR390 installed 
identical jetting in his bike and was 
extremely pleased with the results. 
The bike would pull in the midrange 
with an abundance of power that was 
previously lacking. 

One of the test riders also installed 
the jetting in his OR390 (’78 model) 
and reported much better throttle 
response. 

Be warned, however, that when 
rejetting any carb, care must be taken 
to carefully check to make sure the 
bike is not too lean. Use these figures 
as guidelines only! 

Our only failure during the test was 
the kick starter lever. This has been a 
problem since Husky went to a new 
type lever in 1978. The metal 
surrounding the kick starter shaft can’t 
take the strain and cracks. 
Supposedly, the black levers are 
stronger but Burleson’s was black. 
Keep a close eye on yours if you have a 
late model Husky. One of our testers 
checked his and found a hairline crack 
starting. He ground the crack, welded 
it, overlaid the area with a piece of 
strap metal and welded the strengthed 
unit solid. He then ground the area 
smooth and has had no further 
problems.

After riding a stock WR390 with the 
jetting changes, it was apparent that 
Burleson's bike was indeed stock, just 
finely tuned. 


Thats not to say the engine has 
never been apart. Burleson tore it 
down before he ever rode it and 
checked each and every part for 
proper fit and clearance. The end 
result is a reliable, smooth machine. 

It says a lot for Husky that a stock 
bike can be ridden to the National 


Championship. It helps that Dick 
Burleson is a super-talented rider, but 
even he couldn't do it unless the bike 
were up to the task. We were 
impressed with the WR390, not only 
as a woods bike, but as a super enduro 
bike for the desert. The toügh desert 
enduros are not won in the flat out 
open desert where the extra suspension 
of the OR/CR would be helpful, but 
in the tight canyons and rocks where 
the WR shines! e

Gibson grabs the 
win at SSM MX

Team -Honda showed up at 
Saddleback this week with two 
of their top racers representing 
the mighty Japanese factory 
which lately has had little to cheer 
about. Today went well for team red 
as Jim Gibson headed the 250cc Pro 
class while engaging in a spectacular 
race with fellow Honda rider Warren 
Reid. 

Gibson jumped into the early lead 
with Yamaha rider Mark Lawrence 
close behind. Third and fourth 
places were filled by two Kawasaki 
riders,Chappy Blose and Robert 
Riesinger.

Reid was having problems with his 
goggles fogging over and he finally 
yanked them off just in time to be hit 
in the eye with a rock. He tried to keep 
riding but couldn't see well enough 
and dropped out, leaving Lawrence 
secure in second place far ahead of 
Riesinger. At the checkers it was 
Gibson far in front, followed by 
Lawrence, Riesinger and Blose. 

Gibson timed the gate perfectly 
again, getting the holeshot just ahead 


`of Reid and Blose. Reid glued himself 


onto Gibson’s rear fender and the two 
riders began a classic side by-side duel 
that would last for most of the race. 
Gibson stayed in front for five laps 
before Reid found a way around and 
took a very insecure lead. Gibson was 
riding all the tough lines trying to find 
a way around Reid and sometimes it 
looked as if he had it until Reid would 
shut the door in the next turn. The 
two riders were passing slower riders 
all over the course, yelling ahead to get 
them to move aside. Then suddenly 
Gibson overcooked a turn, knocking 
into Reid with both riders nearly 
falling. As Gibson shouted an apology 
to his teammate he lost his 
concentration and then fell. Gibson 
remounted quickly but was unable to 
reel in the lost distance. and Reid 
crossed the finish line uncontested. 


Lawrence had meanwhile passed Blose ` 


to capture third place and second 
overall behind Gibson. Riesinger 
rounded out the top three with a 3-5 
score.

Masuda reeled Hubbs in to claim 
second on lap nine.

Giants on tiny 
bikes cause 
excitement at 
Watsonville 


By Gerry Reagan 


WATSONVILLE, CA, JUNE 3 
Racers crouched low on their 
machines, blipping throttles as 
the starter held up the 15-second 
sign. The rubber band snapped 
and they popped their clutches, 
charging wildly towards the first turn. 
First gear; second; third, some riders 
shifting into fourth gear before the 
corner. Then, heavy braking, sliding 
sideways, up on their back wheels 
exiting the turn, they looked more like 
a strange swarm of insects than 
motocross racers. 

This was the scene at the beginning 
of the Expert Pit Bike Race held 
during the intermission at the Ridge 
Runners motocross race in 
Watsonville. The giants of northern 
California motocross, the Amateurs 
and Experts of District 36, actually 
looked like giants as they dwarfed their 
little minibikes. They were racing a 
seven-lap, one moto race which turned 
out to be one of the biggest crowd 
pleasers ever run at a local motocross 
event. 1 

It was just about as thrilling to 
watch the race as it was for the riders 
to be in it. Spectators lined the 
shortened course, cheering for their 
favorite and waving him on as the 
racers thrashed their way around the 
corners, over the jumps and off the 
drop-offs. 

Larry Wosick (Suz) got the holeshot 
and held on for the first two laps but 
dropped out with engine trouble, 
giving the lead to Mike Holmes who 
also rode a little Suzuki. Tom Rapp 
came out of semi-retirement to race 
his hopped up Kawasaki and moved 
into second place to chase Holmes 
throughout the moto, but he never got 
close enough to slip by. 

Most of the riders had their 
problems, racing over their heads — 
or over the bikes’ abilities — but all of 
them had a fantastic time. 


Another feature of the Ridge 
Runners’ Watsonville event was an 
exhibition four-stroke race which 
pitted a group of Honda thumpers 
against a lone Yamaha TT500. 

Mike Van Lienden got the lead off 
the start on the Yamaha but 
underestimated the slippery first turn 
and ended up watching from a prone 





position as the horde of Hondas roared 
past. 

Jim Ricci took the early lead but was 
passed halfway through the race by 
eventual winner Mike Brumit. Ricci 
held on for a close second place finish. 

It was an interesting contrast to hear 
the roar of the four-stroke machines 
compared to the buzzing of the two- 
cycles and it gave an idea of what 
motocross may sound like in the future 
as four-stroke development improves 
and two-strokes are legislated out of 
existence. 

The most exciting race of the 
regular-program was the first moto of 
the 250cc Expert class which featured 
appearances of 29 of the district’s top 
riders. Larry Wosick grabbed the early 
lead on his Moto-X Fox Maico with 
Jerome Heiberger (Hon) running a 
close second.” Wosick seemed to have 
the race in hand by the third lap but, 
as he passed the checkstand area, he 
slowed down and purposely let 
Heiberger go by into the lead. Wosick 
then took off again after the new 
leader, passing him a lap later to 
regain the front position. 

A couple of laps later Wosick went 
wide in a corner and got his rear whee] 
tangled in the snow fence surrounding 
the track. Heiberger blitzed by as 
Wosick tried to pull back onto the race 
course but the Maico rider was a little 
too anxious and only tangled the 
fencing even tighter around the back 
wheel. Three more riders passed him 
up before Wosick was able to untangle 
himself and by then he was a quarter 
of a lap down on Heiberger with only 
three more circuits to go. 

Heiberger raced on to an easy 
victory while Wosick charged past the 
other riders who had gotten ahead of 
him. On the last turn Wosick turned 
on the gas at the right moment to out- 
jump Jim Ellis (Suz) and crossed the 
line only inches into the second place 
spot. 

The second moto saw Wosick Jump 
to the early lead and run away, 
perhaps making sure he would not be 
passed if something else happened as it 
had in moto one. That left second 
place up for grabs and Heiberger and 
Ellis had themselves a good dice trying 
to determine who would take the 
runner-up spot. As it turned out, Ellis 
got the second moto and Heiberger 
took second overall. 

Another good race took palce in the 
250cc Novice Division One event. 
Brad Stoke (Hon) took the lead in the 
first moto and held off a last ditch 
effort by Al Burke (Hon) who charged 
into second place on the last lap. In 
moto two it was Stoke again with the 
holeshot and early lead but this time 
Burke didn’t waste any time moving 
up to challenge for the lead. The two

diced for a lap or so and then Burke 
made his move. As he went past the 
two riders collided momentarily and, 
although no one fell, the bump bent 
Stoke's shift lever, slowing him down 
for the next few turns, which gave 
Burke the needed distance to win the 
moto.

Concho Enduro

SAN ANGELO, TX, MAY 20 

Perry Davis took his second 
TSCEC overall A class win in a 
row at the Fifth Annual Concho 
Enduro with a perfect score of 
zero. In addition to zeroing each 
check, he hit the tiebreaker check 
dead in the middle of his minute. 
Steve Whitworth and Henry Bostick 
also turned in zero scores for first and 
second places respectively in the 250cc 
A class. 

The CCC Dirt Riders of San Angelo 
hosted this last event of the Texas 
State Championship Enduro Circuit. 
Roger Scott, president of the club, 
presented a slide show of last year's 
race on Saturday night before the 
event. The riders got a chance to see 
themselves in various depths of mud, 
from hub-deep to handlebar-deep. 
Everyone ‘was thankful that Mother 
Nature didn’t go for a re-run this year, 
until they got out on the trail and 
discovered dust. Poor visibility on the 
otherwise tame course helped to send 
four people to the local hospital. 

The event has been run on Army 
Corps of Engineers land adjacent to 
O.C. Fisher Lake for five years. 
However, Uncle Sam has informed the 
CCC Dirt Riders that this is the last 
year this land can be used, for the 
Concho. This is one more instance of 
off-road vehicle land closure that 
should be challenged by all who are 
interested. No reason has been given 
for the closure; but maybe knobby ruts 
would be objectionable to the fish, 
when O.C. Fisher Lake fills up and 
covers the land that has been ridden. 

There were 411 riders willing to pay 
their money and take their chances on 


the 76.3 mile course. Surprisingly, 303 . 


managed to finish. Since the Concho 
was the TSCEC riders' last opportunity 
to add points for the current season, 
everyone came psyched up to take 
home a first place win. 

Speed averages varied from 18 to 24 
mph, with the split about half and 
half. The course itself was challenging 
in spots, but on the whole, it was not 
tough enough to spread the scores. 
Many of the riders felt an extra 20 
miles of course would have been 
sufficient to separate the riders by 
ability. As it was, there was very little 
difference between the A and B class 
scores. 

There were a handful of sections 
included in this year’s race that have 
become a tradition over the years. 
CCC: Dirt: Riders take pleasure in 








routing the course through highway 
culverts. One culvert in particular is a 
favorite: It is about 50 feet long, with 
the inner diameter just a hair less than 
the combined height of the newer 
long-legged bikes, plus a rider 
flattened on the tank. There is a 
certain amount of pride attached to 
the inevitable gashes that appear on a 
Concho rider's helmet. 

After hearing more than the 
average number of complaints about 
the lack of course markings, maybe 
the club will hang some extra flag and 
a few more arrows next event, 
especially if the dust is a problem 
again. 

Dale Little, from Ft. Worth-Dallas 
Trailblazers, would definitely like to 
see more danger markings. Little 
crested a small rise tapped out, missed 
a turn, and took his Suzuki for a tank- 
deep swim in the lake. "Fish" Little 
did manage to finish the event and 
claims to have maintained the average 
for the rest of the ride. Too bad, the 
checkpoint crews were long gone. 

Overall A class winner, Perry Davis, 
suffered from close encounters of the 
mesquite kind. Even with a mesquite 
thorn completely through his little 
finger, he still put in a perfect ride. He 
is now sporting the overall trophy in 
one hand and a cast on the other. 

Since the Concho Enduro has always 
been among the top favorites of 
TSCEC events, I join the Texas Circuit 
riders in wishing the CCC Dirt Riders 
good luck in acquiring the land 
necessary to continue this popular 
enduro in the future. 

Good luck, also, to all "B" class 
riders who have successfully completed 
the season and will transfer to “A” 
class for next year's season. The 


‘awards banquet for this season will be 


hosted by the Fort Hood Dirt Riders 
Club in conjunction with next season's 
opening ride, the Cowhouse Enduro, 
tentatively scheduled for September 9, 
1979.

. Racing 450 Maico Magnum 
practically turned the gate into scrap 
iron when he exploded off the start in 
the first moto to take the first lap lead. 
Rakestraw and his big Maico were 
right behind by the fourth corner. 
Behind the leaders Mitch Milson 
(KTM) and Kirk Spencer (Yam) were 
moving quickly and the pair caught 
the first two as Rakestraw slipped 
around Weir on the second lap. The 
Milson-Spencer duel was so furious 
that they moved around Weir, 
dropping him to fourth, and then 
reeled in Rakestraw. On the next lap 
things got exciting. Spencer crashed; 
Milson swept his KTM around

For the next three laps the top four 
were never more than a second apart 
but action within the pack moved 
Holingshead and Milson into second 
and third. On the final lap Rakestraw 
moved away for a three second 
advantage at the finish line beating 
Holingshead, Milson and Weir. 

The "Amarillo Armadillo," Ricky 
Blackwell, won the 250cc Expert class 
on his Bill Kasson. sponsored CR 


‘Honda. Ricky, a former Texas State. 


Champ and more recently concerned 
with the Nationals and Supercross 
racing, decided to stay home and play 
with the local boys. Blackwell grabbed 
the first moto holeshot ahead of Glen 
Johnson, Gary Graham, Martin 
Talbot and Nick Cordova. On the 
second lap veteran Glen Johnson, 
trying to rap up the Series in Austin, 
lit the afterburner on the Howard 
Racing Honda. He roared around 
Blackwell and didn’t shut off until he 
had a five second lead. Meanwhile 
Gary Graham (Denton Suzuki) and 
Houston winner Martin Talbot had a 
fine race for third.

But the big story was the 
incredible charge by 17-year-old Dan 
Conway who shocked everyone as he 
blasted past all challengers and came 
within inches of moto winner 
Blackwell at the finish line. His second 
moto heroics earned Conway second 
overall ahead of Cordova, Johnson and 
Tom Holtan.

Tim Butler (Yam) finally got his act 
together, beating 125cc Novice points 
leader Glen Goodier. Goodier 
remained on top of the 250cc Novice 
class points heat after taking the 
overall win today besting David 
Scheffler and Randy Squier. Allan 
Davis, who has been close to an overall 
during the Series, finally got his win 
today. Riding a Suzuki from 
Hillsboro, he beat Austin master Greg 
Labbe and "Suerpman" Bob Pope. ®

Rolf 
Diffenbach (Kaw) was second with 
a 4-3, followed by Jean Claude 
Laquaye (SWM) with a 5-5 score.

PAPERS 


The million dollar circuit, the 
AMA Grand National Cham- 
pionship/ Winston Pro Series, re- 
turns to the west on July 7. The 
Castle Rock, WA, TT is the first of 
three stops before the series departs 
once again for the east. 

Castle Rock is more noteworthy 
than ever this year. Lesser known 
Mickey Fay gets a chance to be a full 
blown hero, not only to the. Pacific 
Northwest fans but to the people at 
American Honda as well. 

Fay bagged the Houston National 
TT last February in Honda's first 
factory outing in the dirt tracks. 

Fay is the same rider that led the 
Castle Rock National last year until 
the final couple of laps. Then a 
sputtering engine forced him back, at 
least for the record. . 

The final laps saw Steve Eklund and 
Jay Springsteen right on Fay's rear 
wheel, a Triumph rear wheel. 

Castle Rock is always around mid- 
season time and time for Winston to 
pay $25,000 to the top 10, the top 10 
at the mid-season point. Jay and Steve 
were both going for the top spot at the 
time (aren't they always?) and the 
$8,000 top-spot bonus. 

Some feel that Jay and Steve would 
have gotten around Mickey, balking 
engine or not. I’m not so sure, but 
that’s racing. 

Then Fay came back to win the 
Houston event aboard a Honda 500cc 
single. He rode a fine race with Eklund 
chasing and Springsteen watching 
from the sidelines after being hit from 
the backside by another rider. 

Over the long haul at Castle Rock, 
which includes 14 or 15 past National 
races (Without a drop of rain!) no 
rider has ever won the race on 
anything smaller than a 650cc twin. 

The 500cc singles have won the 
Houston event in the past, but never at 
Castle Rock. Now, the Castle Rock 
track is shorter than Houston but 
much faster — sweeping turns and no 
jumps. It has always been a bar- 
banger and highsider type of event 
with countless falldowns — mostly due 
to one rider running into another. 

Of all the races last year one would 
not have picked Springsteen to win, 
this was the one, but he did win. He 
zapped both Eklund and Fay on the 
last lap. 

Getting back to Honda 500s. Honda 
has committed to run all of the 
National TT races this year. Five in 


all. 

Fay is one of the newer kids on the 
block with lots of TT experience going 
in but short on Oval track time and 
taking his lumps of late in those 
events. 

Teamed with Fay for all the TTs 
and Honda is veteran Rick Hocking, 
who can run hot or cold on any given 
race day with no advance warning as 
to which it will be. Rick pulled a 
fourth at Houston and then came back 
to grab a second in the April NW TT 
title race at Boise, ID. Fay was not so 
fortunate. 

But Fay will have the avid northwest 
fans behind him 100% on the night of 
July 7. A vocal group if there ever was 
one, they appear to have only one goal 
each year and that is to see one of their 
boys (Washington or Oregon) kick hell 
out of the stars on the National circuit. | 

Three riders have done it in the 
past: Sonny Burres, Chuck Joyner and

Others, such as, Randy 
Scott, Mark Williams, Charley Brown 
and Emil Ahola, were expected to but 
never quite pulled it off. 

If Fay can win it all, win it on a 
500cc, win it on a Honda, he will be 
king of the hill — at least for two 
weeks, because that is when the 
National TT comes to Ascot and the 
longest, toughest and fastest TT track 
on the schedule this year. 

Even Eklund, now in his prime, and 
Kenny Roberts, when he was in his 
prime — on dirt, dared not try and 
ride into the main event and the 
overall win on a 500cc. But Mickey 
and Rick’ will try on July 21. Dick 
Mann did it once years ago but time 
and equipment have changed since 
then. So say the ads and the magazine 
test riders. 

It's dangerous to predict winners for 
any event but the devil jumps up once 
in awhile and the fingers on the 
keyboard keep wanting to mention the 
name of Randy Goss. 

Most of you know Randy as a half 
miler and a miler. But I think Randy’s 
first National win, which has been a 
long time coming, and is long 
overdue, will come in a TT event. 
Castle Rock or Ascot should suit him 
just fine and neither are far away. An 
even darker horse is Scott Pearson. He 
won his first TT up at Boise and even 
the sponsor's publicity man refused to 
believe that a non-TT'er could win 
and the local TV announced a 
different rider that night on the tube. 
Scott, like Fay, would like to prove 
that each of their TT wins earlier this 
year were not in any way a fluke. 

Can a lonely little old 500cc find 
happiness at Castle Rock? Or will one 
of those bad guys from Michigan 
invade the northwest. domain of TT 
and zap them for the second straight 
year and third time in the wild wide 
open history of the race?

Big change for 
motorcyclists 
at Bonneville 


The Southern California Timing 
Association is a group of clubs 
originally formed to sponsor car 
racing on the state's dry lake 
beds. In 1948 SCTA began to hold the 
annual Speed Week meeting on the 
Bonneville Salt Flats in Utah. Motor- 
cycle participation, missing at first, 
gradually became more important. 

Following problems with the Ameri- 
can Motorcyclist Association for the 
last few years, the SCTA Board of 
Directors voted unanimously on April 
6 of this year to drop AMA sanction 
and support of Speed Week. Only May 
11, SCTA President Gordon Hoyt met 
with interested motorcycle owners and 
riders at Bonneville Nationals, Inc., 
headquarters in Fullerton, California, 
to discuss the change. 

Motorcycle competitors have always 
had a different status at the world- 
famous meet than car drivers. After 
not being a part of it to start, 10 motor- 
cyclists a year were invited to join the 
'meet as guests. This was brought on by 
the interest of the Vesco family, includ- 
ing present motorcycle Land Speed 
Record holder, Don Vesco, and a 
group of Texas riders. The bikes were 








not a regular part of the meet and got 
a timing slip; that was all. 

After a few years the AMA started 
running a separate meet during Speed 
Week. Matters pertaining to the 
course were under the jurisdiction of 
the SCTA. Course stewards, entry fees 
and such were the same as for the cars. 
Rules for motorcycle classes and tech 
inspection were the concern of Earl 
Flanders, the AMA referee. 

For a long while this arrangement 
was satisfactory. In recent years it has 
deteriorated. 

The SCTA traditionally has been a 
conservative organization, especially 
slow to move in issues concerning 
personalities, In this case the issue 
centered inevitably upon the 
personality of referee Flanders. The 
AMA headquarters in Westerville, OH 
consistently refused to take responsi- 
bility for or consider appeal on matters 
pertaining to the Salt Flats. Letters 
addressed to Westerville were referred 
back to Flanders in Pasadena. 

As Earl in later years became 
capricious in enforcing the rules (this 
bike could run a certain tire, that 
similar one could not), rigid in some 
interpretations (a well-built motor- 
cycle with a Ford motor could not run, 
even in an experimental class and for 
time only) and loose in others (the 
Jammer streamliner’s non-production 
cases and car parts were okay because 
Flanders said so), some of the motor- 
cyclists became ever more unhappy. 


There were many discrepancies be- 
tween riders and rules. Some racers 
ignored safety rules (riding in tennies 
instead of boots). Some wanted stricter 
safety, rules (one-piece leathers re- 
quired), not only in the books but 
enforced. 

A fad began, to get the number of 
records during the week, and one 
Bonneville aficionado suggested 
covering up a fairing’s handholes to 
throw it into the streamliner class by 
simple exclusion from the fairing class. 
When this principle worked, it was 
exploited. One bike ran last year with 
an old-timey pith helmet taped to the 
front for a fairing. 

Another source of bad feeling was 
the $20 that Flanders collected person- 
ally for each record qualification. He 
claimed that he needed the money 
(about $1500 in 1978) for his week's 
expenses. SCTA officials grumbled. 
They worked hard all week for a 
$12.50-per-night share of a room at 
the Westerner and a baloney sandwich 
at noon. Motorcyclists grumbled. Why 
should they pay $20 for a shot at a 
record when the car guys didn't have to? 

Although the motorcyclists paid the 
same entry fees as the drivers, they 
never had gotten trophies. In 1977 one 
of the riders, Yale Camp, went around 
drumming up industry sponsorship for 
motorcycle record trophies. His efforts 
apparently were not appreciated by 
Earl, who had steadfastly refused to 
involve himself in such efforts. He told 
Camp he wasn't needed. 

For several years the SCTA had 
been trying to continue to work with 
Flanders on these and other issues, but 
almost no compromise seemed possible 
because Earl didn't want to play. The 
meet was changed from dual SCTA- 
AMA sponsorship to SCTA sponsor- 
ship only in 1977, but this was a minor 
concession. Earl still had the game. 
Formally, the mantle had been passed 
on to his son, Paul, but it was noted 
that Earl still called the shots. 

Not all the motorcyclists were 
unhappy with Flanders. Some aspects 
of his cooperation, and Paul's were 
very good, and he was kind to his 
friends. It was the lack of consistency 
and consequent loss of credibility, and 
the lack of appeal procedures, that 
were irksome to many.

Weinert is expected to ride the “new” 
bikes, leaving the proven equipment 
for Lackey's title chase. 


Yamaha’s 500cc Road Race World 
Champion "King Kenny” Roberts 
assisted in the ABC Wide World of 
Sports color commentary at the 
Bel-Ray 500cc USGP of Motocross 
while Yamaha's other 500cc World 
Champ Heikki Mikkola did his 
thing on the course. 


In Sunday morning's qualifying, 
Heikki Mikkola turned in the best time 
on the wet (in places) and dusty (in 
places) Carlsbad track. The Flying 
Finn was clocked at 2:22.50 while 
second best qualifying time went to 





Brad Lackey at 2:24.50, almost two 
seconds back. Danny  LaPorte's 
2:25.10 was good for third ahead of 
Roger DeCoster's 2:25.32. Mike Bell 
completed the fastest five with a 
2:26.10 run. 


Kawasaki's Tommy Croft with- 
drew his entry to the Bel-Ray 
500cc USGP of Motocross due to a 
concussion suffered at the New 
Orleans Superdome race on the 
previous weekend. 


Darrell Shultz failed to make the race 
at Carlsbad when he bailed off during 
practice and went to the hospital to 
have his shoulder/collarbone checked 
out. 


Gaylon Mosier withdrew from the 
USGP on Sunday morning with 
abdominal pain, reportedly due to 
stomach flu. 


CCM rider Bob Wright collapsed right 
at the checkered flag and, after 
receiving attention from the track 





doctor, was taken to the hospital for 
treatment. of heat exhaustion. No 
word at presstime on the outcome of 
any of the hospital trips. 


Confused over the way Carlsbad 
overall results were figured? 
Here's how it was done: The FIM 
uses Olympic scoring (one point 
for first, two for second, etc.) to 
determine the overall results for 
press people who can't handle 
having more than one winner for a 
single day's racing.Ties are broken 
using times from the motos. World 
Championship points are awarded 
to riders on the basis of a two-race 
day, and the system is the FIM 15- 
point, 10-place system. If you 
calculate GP points, and award 
overall positions that way, the 
results change drastically. For 
example, Chuck Sun would not 
have finished third by the GP point 
system. Brad Lackey, who placed 
13th overall by the Olympic 
system, scored 15 GP points for his 
second moto win. Sun, on the 
other hand was awarded only 10 
GP points for his 4-9 finish. 


Grand Prix MX bike weights varied 
from the lightest (surprisingly 

monoshocks are reputed to be heavy) 
machine, Rick Burgett’s Bill West- 
tuned Yamaha, at 217 lb., to the 
heaviest (not surprisingly) bike, Bob 
Wright's CCM four-stroker, at 246 lbs. 


But, as one motojournalist asked at 
Carlsbad, how much does Ricky 
Burgett weigh? 


Gerrit Wolsink’s winning Suzuki 
weighed in at 218 lb., as did 
DeCoster's Suzuki, Rond's Suzuki and 
Smith's Honda. The official list put 
Bells Yamaha at 228 lb., although 
Mike reported that it checked in at 
218. Likewise, the list puts Rex 
Staten's Yamaha at 225 lb. Mikkola's 
weighed 221. Strange... 


The Uni-Trak Kawasakis varied in 
weight. Lackey's registered at 220

Dick Burleson rode his Husqvarna to 
the overall win at the June 9-10 Trask 
Two-day ISDT Qualifier in 
McMinnville, OR. The event, run by

miles at the special test," one observer 
noted. Suzuki rider Jeff Fredette 
topped the 250cc class. Dane 
Leimbach put his 125cc SWM at the 
head of that class.

CARLSBAD, CA, JUNE 10 


“It proves that grand prix is the highest form 
of racing — higher than national class racing,” 
Team Suzuki’s Gerrit Wolsink answered a 
question from atop the winner’s podium at 


the Bel-Ray USGP of Motocross. 
"It's a very special form of rac- 
ing," he emphasized. 

Announcer Larry Huffman had 
mentioned that Team Yamaha's Mike 
Bell, at one point a 14-second leader 
over Wolsink in the first moto and a 
southern California-born racer, 
should have been better adapted to the 
hot climate. How, Huffman inquired, 
could Wolsink have outlasted the 
younger Bell? 

"I'm 32 years old. He's 21," Wolsink 
answered. Experience in the varying 
demands of grand prix racing around 
the World had warned Wolsink that a 
flat-out charge was not the answer for 
winning at Carlsbad. 

"You can't go fast. You'll tire too 
quickly," he told those who remained 
from the crowd of 33,000. "You have 
to pace yourself.” 

The win marked a return to form at 
a track that's been labelled “property 
of Gerrit Wolsink." He first won the 
Carlsbad event in 1974, then repeated 
in 1975, 1976 and 1977. Present 
World Champion Heikki Mikkola 
interrupted Wolsink's utter 
domination of the race last year, but 
in '79, the Flying Dutchman has 
returned. i 


“I had a lot of trouble last year,” 
Wolsink explained. “This year Suzuki 
made a good bike. You can win on a 
good bike.” 

Sharing the three-level stage with 


the overall winner were England's | 


pride Graham Noyce, present series 
leader, and Team Husqvarna's 
American grand prix contender 
Chuck Sun. 

“I just kept plunkin' away, picking 
'em off," the top American responded 
to the inevitable how'd-you-do-it 
question. Sun, like the others, 
considered the overwhelming 100- 
degree heat a major factor in the 
event's outcome. 

“It started hitting me in the second 
moto — worse than the first,” the 
Husqvarna rider said. “Then the rear 
tire went flat." Nonetheless, Sun, still 
recovering from a broken wrist 
suffered in a February practice session, 
made his 4-9 afternoon pay off with 
third overall, top American placing. 
Eric Crippa, Sun's mechanic, got a 
thank-you for prepping the Husky. 

__ Noyce picked up a slight advantage 
in series points. “I wish we could have 
won it,” Graham said. “Bill really 
wanted to win this one, and I wish I 
could have done it for him.” Bill 
Buchka, Noyce's American mechanic, 











had prepared a fast, reliable bike, and 
like Crippa, received a thank-you from 
the winner's circle. 

Number one and number two in the 
world, Team Yamaha's Heikki 
Mikkola and Team Kawasaki's Brad 
Lackey, both suffered complications 
in the first moto; neither finished that 
race. Mikkola landed in deep mud off 
one of the Carlsbad jumps, stuck the 
Yamaha's front wheel into the ground 
and sailed over the bars, landing on 
his head. 

"Everything's OK, but I have a little 
headache," the smiling Finn said 
between motos, showing off a scarred 
helmet. He was able to restart, but 
with his head spinning and a top 10 
placing (GP points are only awarded 
to the first 10 positions) out of the 
question, he returned to the pits and 
prepared for a strong second moto 
rather than wear himself down in vain. 

Lackey had gotten a good start 
when the gate dropped, partially, at 
least, and he was in the lead to receive 
a red flag as he completed what he 
thought was the opening lap. Dis- 
gusted, Lackey voiced his opinion as 
he passed the announcer's tower, and 
Huffman read his lips. 

"Its a seven-letter word beginning 
with 'a' ending with 'e'," the observant 
announcer reported. 

Lackey's second start didn’t 
compare with the first — he was barely 
in the top 20 at the end of lap one - 
and when he stepped off in the same 
mudhole that claimed Mikkola, he 
also called it quits. 

"They wouldn't have done that in 
Europe," Lackey said of the restart. 
"A couple riders jumped the gate — 
no problem with that. They would

have penalized them a lap and run the 
moto." 


500cc International 

On the restart, Team Suzuki's 
Andre Vromans shot into the lead 
hounded by the FIM’s newest addition 
to the 500cc World Championship 
class, Kawasaki's Jimmy Weinert. 
Mikkola was sighting down Weinert’s 
long Uni-Trak swingarm in third with 
Mike Bell and Graham Noyce close 
behind. By the end of the opening lap, 
Mikkola had taken his nosedive, and 
that made it Vromans, Weinert, Bell, 
Noyce, Danny LaPorte, Gerrit 
Wolsink, Parry Klassen, Greg Theiss 
and Andre Malherbe. with Roger 
DeCoster and Chuck Sun duelling for 
10th place. 

Suzuki's Gerard Rond, eighth at the 
start, had crashed on a steep downhill 
when a tear-off stuck to his glove and 
hindered his use of the front brake at 
the bottom. Rond's crash dislocated 
his collarbone — the ligaments and 
muscles were stretched from a crash 
three weeks ago — and he returned to 
the pits where it was repositioned and 
treated with an ice pack. 

Mike Bell was pumped. He caught 
and passed Weinert on lap three, then 
zeroed in on Vromans, passing him 
near the end of lap four. He opened 
up a lead and appeared to be a long- 
gone winner. Had it been a 30-minute 
race instead of a 40-minute one, his 
plan probably would have worked. 


Wolsink, too, was on the move. By 
the end of lap five, he'd overtaken 
Weinert for third place. The Jammer 
then stalled his motor in a tight turn, 
and Noyce closed the gap on the green 
machine. A lap later, Noyce's Honda 
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class winning ride. 


had taken the Kawasaki's fourth place 
position. At that point, Bell cruised 
along in front of Vromans, Wolsink, 
Noyce, Weinert, Malherbe, Klassen, 
DeCoster, Sun and Maico's Herbert 
Schmitz. 

Two laps later, Wolsink overtook 
Vromans for second, 10 seconds 
behind Bell, and Malherbe moved his 
Alan Hahn-tuned Honda past Weinert 
for fifth. Malherbe's conquest was 
short-lived, however, as the infamous 
Devil's Gulch mudbole — the one that 
stopped both Lackey and Mikkola — 

ut him on the ground. And like the 
others, Malherbe called it quits. 

At the halfway point, Bell looked 
great. Wolsink followed, well outside 
challenging distance, and behind him 
followed Vromans, Noyce, DeCoster, 
Sun, Weinert, Schmitz, Klassen, 
Staten, Bruno and Gary Semics/Rick 
Burgett battle. 

Two laps later, Weinert pulled in, 
the victim of heat exhaustion. He 
would not ride the second moto. Bell, 
starting to show the effects of 
oncoming heat exhaustion, was losing 
two seconds per lap to Wolsink. 
DeCoster was closing on Noyce at an 
amazing rate, considering conditions, 
and Sun was working hard to stay with 
The Man. Six laps from the finish, 
DeCoster caught Noyce and slipped 
into third. 

Five laps to go, and Wolsink had 
closed to within four seconds of Bell. 
He reeled in the fading Yamaha rider 
with four laps remaining and took 
command. Bell pushed off the course, 
visibly wobbling and in obvious need 
of attention as he headed for the pits 
with only three laps to go. 

The top places were set. Wolsink led 
DeCoster, Noyce, Sun and Vromans to 
the checkered flag. Completing the 
top 10 were Schmitz, Bruno (who'd 
recovered from 26th place), Staten, 
Burgett and Marty Smith. 

The pits looked like a field hospital. 
Riders, packed in ice, sipping Leon 
Wolek's ERG "juice," and retiring to

air-conditioned motorhomes were in 
rough shape. Many would not start the 
second moto, among them Roger 
DeCoster, who was seen being carried 
into an air conditioned motorhome, 
Mike Bell and Jimmy Weinert. 

Yamaha’s 500cc National Champion 
Rick Burgett best-guessed the second 
moto gate drop, but it was Yamaha’s 
500cc World Champion Heikki 
Mikkola who found the best line 
through turn one and stole the lead. 
On the opening lap, Wolsink took over 
second with Burgett on his tail and 
Brad Lackey close behind. 

Lackey was fresh from sitting out 
most of moto one, as was the leader 
Mikkola. At the completion of lap 
one, the Finn led Wolsink, Lackey, 
Burgett, Wayne Boyer, Klassen, 
Noyce, Malherbe, Sun and Danny 
LaPorte. LaPorte had retired early 
from the first moto. Mikkola crashed 
in front of Suzuki's 500cc National class 
series points leader, and in taking 
evasive action, Danny stuffed the Pat 
Alexander-tuned Suzuki into a hole 
bending the forks. 

The fans, remembering last year's 
fight, were anxious for another 
Mikkola/Lackey duel. It wasn't long 
in coming. 

A lap and a half into the moto, 
Lackey had closed on Wolsink and was 
pushing to pass. Wolsink bumped 
Mikkola’s back tire, faltered, and 
that's all it took for Brad to. get past. 
He zoned-in on Mikkola, pushing and 
probing the World Champion's 
defenses, looking for a weak spot. 

In a replay of last year's skirmish, 
the American challenger and the 
reigning World Champ put on an 
incredible demonstration of world 
caliber motocross racing, carving at 
the choppy Carlsbad course and 
finding fast lines where there appeared 
to be none. 

"Yeah, I was watching him," 
Lackey responded to a Huffman 
question when it was over. “I thought 
I'd push him a little and see how fast

he'd go. He didn't go that fast, so I set 
him up and passed him up front where 
everybody could see itl" he admitted 
with a very pleased grin. - 

Lackey pulled off a clean pass, 
snipping under Mikkola as he passed 
the mechanics' signalling area. On the 
next time past, the signal "THINK" 
appeared on Lackey's pit board. 
Mechanic Steve Stasiefski undoubtedly 
was thinking of the heat-induced 
retirements and felt he should urge 
Brad to do the same. 

On lap eight, Lackey had 
established a six-second lead on 
Mikkola, and the World Champ was 
followed by Noyce, who'd just pulled 
off a daring pass to overtake Wolsink. 
Marty Smith was putting in an 
excellent ride; he held down fifth 
place ahead of Burgett and Sun. 

The top five places remained the 
same; once Lackey broke clear of 
Mikkola, the fight for the moto win 
was almost over. Mikkola maintained 
his solid second place to the end of 
the race. He pulled up to challenge 
once in the second half of the moto, 
but Lackey held firm. Mikkola 
dropped back. 

On lap 12 of the 18-lap moto. 
Wolsink set up and passed Noyce. 
Noyce, after having pushed hard 
earlier, was dealing with the heat. 

While the top three positions 
remained steady to the finish, Marty 
Smith overtook Noyce for fourth on 
lap 15. Places six through eight were 
up for grabs, depending on who could 
hold out the longest, among Burgett, 
Sun, Staten and LaPorte. At the finish 
line, it was Burgett taking sixth ahead 
of LaPorte, Staten and Sun. Parry 
Klassen wrapped up an admirably 
consistent day with 10th in the second 
moto.

im Gibson looked like a winner as 
he rocketed off the line and through 
Carlsbad’s turn one ahead of Carlos 
Serrano, Jeff Ward, Cliff Lett, Scott 
Gillman, Mark Barnett and Donnie 








Cantaloupi. But by the third lap, 
Team Suzuki’s Mark Barnett had 
moved into third in his charge toward 
the front. A few laps later, and 
Barnett had taken over the lead and 
the top three places were set. Gibson 
went unchallenged in second, and 
Cantaloupi held.a secure third. 

Jeff Ward, who also showed winning 
potential in the opening laps, faded 
back to 18th by the moto's end. Ward 
dropped the Kawasaki on lap two and 
was unable to recover to a competitive 
position. 

Moto two, however, was a whole 
new ballgame, especially for Jeff 
Ward. The “Teeny Meanie” overtook 
holeshot artist Carlos Serrano on the 
opening lap and — as one of the 
Kawasaki crew put it — “smoked em.” 
Ward won the moto, but Barnett 
came back from a 12th-place start to 
place third in the moto and take 
overall honors. Second overall went to 
Donnie Cantaloupi who moved into 
second place behind Ward on the 
opening lap and held it to the 
checkered flag. e.

Dutch 
championship 
thriller to 
Everts

MILL, HOLLAND, MAY 13 

Harry Everts, former 250cc MX 
World Champion, consolidated 
his grip on his leading point 
standings position'in the 125cc 
series with double moto wins in the 
Dutch round. However, it was not easy 
and Everts electrified the crowd with a 
pulsating first moto duel with reigning 
champion and Suzuki teammate Akira 
Watanabe. 

This heroically contested encounter 
ended sadly, with Watanabe reluctan- 
tly lodging an unsuccessful token 
protest. Everts had snatched the lead 
as they entered the final lap by diving 
inside the yellow flags protecting his 
fallen and -badly hurt compatriot 
Gilbert de Roover, while Akira took 
the slower, wider line as directed and 
could not regain the time lost. 

The action had commenced with 
Everts ducking inside the Japanese ace 
into the fast first turn, while ex- 
champion Gaston Rahier, racing for 
the first time in five weeks since 
dislocating his elbow in Austria, found 
himself deep in midfield after a bad 
start. 

Watanabe scorched into the lead on 
lap three, but Everts grabbed the ad- 
vantage back on the fourth as an epic 
duel began to develop. Third place 
was being hotly disputed by Honda 
rider Peter Groeneveld and Matti 
Autio on the aircooled 1978 Suzuki. 

Rahier, meantime, had fought his 
way up into eighth place and was 
challenging CZ's Jiri Churavy with his 
factory Yamaha. 

Watanabe was to regain the lead 
three times more as both men survived 
lurid moments in a rousing, no-holds- 
barred battle which the Belgian finally 
took by less than a second. 

Groeneveld held fiercely on to third 
place until, with just two laps to go, he 
was brought down by a - wayward 
backmarker and remounted to finish 
an unlucky sixth behind Autio and a 
hard-working Rahier, who had 
gradually worn down Dutch 125cc 
Number One Dinant Zijlstra on a 
Kawasaki-engined Beta. 

Everts again outgunned Watanabe 
as the second moto was unleashed, but 
Rahier surged quickly into second 
place and began to attack Everts. He 
failed on several occasions to snatch 
the lead until a violent moment after 
20 minutes racing, entwined ten feet 
of trackside tape round his rear 
sprocket. The back brake began to 
jam on and the gallant, exhausted lit- 
tle Belgian had to quit with six laps to 
go. 

Watanabe crashed on the half- 
hour, recovering just in front of 
Groeneveld and spent the rest of the 
race calmly resisting the efforts of the 
determined young Dutchman to close 
the gap. 

Austrian champion Sigi Lerner, 
aboard a KTM, fought his way 
through to finish a brave sixth, han- 
dicapped by a heavily strapped = 
painful knee.

ESAMORTOGLIA, ITALY, MAY 20 
Suzuki's Akira Watanabe 
smashed teammate Harry Everts 
domination of the champion- 
ship chase with a perfect double 


moto win in the Italian round’ at 
Esamortoglia on the Adriatic coast to 
move within 12 points of Everts and 
the points lead. 

Defending champion Watanabe led

Dario Nani and Suzuki rider Matti 
Autio leaving Everts and 
Yamaha'sGaston Rahier back in 
seventh and eighth positions. 

Watanabe pulled away to win, while 
Everts broke clear of Rahier, who was 
still suffering problems with his elbow 
injury, and battled through the pack 
to snatch second place from Nani on 
the final lap. 

The excitable 25,000 strong crowd 
saw Everts gate the second moto ahead 
of Autio, Rahier and Watanabe, but 
the latter hit the front after only two 
laps and quickly established an im- 
pregnable lead. 

Behind him Everts fell, leaving 
Autio a safe second while the little 
Belgian fought back into third spot, 
aided by Rahier's unlucky retirement 
with a rear wheel puncture at two- 
thirds distance. 

A commendable tenth slot in this 
moto went to the 18-year-old New 
Zealander Craig Coleman, who thus 
scored his first championship points in 
only his fourth GP. The son of ex-Isle 
of Man TT winner Rod Coleman, he is 
over for a full season of European GPs.

Hudson takes 
third straight 
in Yugoslavia

KARLOVAC, YUGOSLAVIA, MAY 20 
Britain's Neil Hudson took his 
works Maico to his third straight 
GP victory and closed 
dramatically on current cham- 
pionship leader Hakan Carlqvist. 
Hudson's win closed the gap between 
him and the Swedish Husqvarna works 
rider to 11 points, 118 to 107. 

American Jim Pomeroy turned in a 
fourth place ride in the opening moto 
on his works Bultaco following 
Carlqvist, Hudson and SWM's Jean- 
Claude Laquaye to the finish. 
Pomeroy did not finish in the top ten 
in moto two. He was the only 
American in the entry. 

The event was postponed one day, 
the first time ever in GP racing, 





bécause of a dust problem at the track. 
The riders boycotted the meeting and 
the organizers, rather than cancel the 
event, spent the night preparing the 
track. 

Hudson easily took the overall win 
with a second in the opening moto 
behind Carlqvist and a win in the final 
moto. Carlqvist had a bad start in 
moto two and could only manage a 
sixth place finish. 

Reigning World Champion Russian 
Gennady Moiseev failed to score any 
points at Karlovac - he failed to finish 
either race because of mechanical 
problems with his works KTM. 

Third place overall at Karlovac 
went to Belgian works SWM man 
Jean-Claude Laquaye who scored with 
third and seventh places - his best- 
result so far this year on the new 
machine. 

The only other Briton at Karlovac 
was Maico man Rob Hooper who 
scored his first point of the year: with 3 
10th place in the first race.
